On November 11, 2004, COPS Deputies Brancato and Garrido were patrolling 
westbound on 111" Street from Prairie Avenue conducting gang suppression. As they 
approached the 4000 block of 111" Street they saw three male Blacks that they 
recognized as local gang members standing in front of an apartment building. As the 
deputies were about to stop their patrol car to make contact, the gang members looked 
in their direction and then ran north in the driveway of The 
deputies exited their patrol car and took containment positions to the west and to the east 
of the apartment building. Deputy Garrido saw Suspect Curry running south toward him 
from the rear of the building and saw that the suspect was armed with a handgun. He 
yelled at the suspect to stop and drop the handgun. Suspect Curry turned around and 
doubled-back behind the apartment. Suspect Curry then ran south down the east side 
of the building toward Deputy Brancato. Deputy Brancato saw that the suspect was 
holding a gun and ordered him to stop and drop the gun. The suspect stumbled to his 
hands and knees and simultaneously pointed the gun at Deputy Brancato. 


Believing he was about to be shot, Deputy Brancato fired at Suspect Curry, who then ran 
east toward the driveway at uo Deputy Garrido saw Deputy 
Brancato engage the suspect, so he abandoned his containment position and moved to 
Deputy Brancato's position. The suspect stopped and again pointed his gun at the 


deputies. Believing they were about to be shot, both deputies fired rounds at the suspect. 


Suspect Curry then ran north in the driveway and turned one last time pointing his gun 
at the deputies. Again, both deputies fired rounds at the suspect. The suspect ran to the 
rear of the building and fell to the ground, yelling that he had been shot. The deputies 
then requested assistance. With sufficient deputies, an arrestteam approached Suspect 
Curry and took him into custody. The arrest team also found another male (Suspect 

who ran from the deputies lying face down on the ground near Suspect Curry. 
Suspect Curry sustained numerous gunshot wounds to the upper torso. He was 
transported to Harbor General Hospital. Two pistols, a .380 caliber semiautomatic and 
а .25 caliber semiautomatic, were recovered from the scene. No deputies were injured.

MMP 8 3-01/050.10: Performance to Standards, the Committee 
determined that the tactics employed by the deputies in this incident were within 
Department Policy.

Dear Captain Peavy: 


The Justice System Integrity Division of the Los Angeles County District Attorney's Office has 
completed its review of the November 29, 2004, non-fatal shooting of Sirlasie Rayshon Curry by 
Deputies Joseph Garrido and Agostino Brancato of the Los Angeles County Sheriff's 
Department. We find that Deputies Garrido and Brancato acted lawfully in self-defense and 
defense of others. 


The following analysis is based upon the reports relating to this matter submitted to this office on 
March 29, 2005 by Detective Frank Salerno of the Los Angeles County Sheriff's Department, 
Homicide Bureau. The District Attorney's Command Center was notified of this incident at 
11:45 a.m. on November 29, 2004. Deputy District Attorney Christian Gullon and Senior 
Investigator ШИИ were notified by the Command Center and responded immediately to 
the scene. They were given a briefing and a walk-through of the scene by investigators. 
Deputies Garrido and Brancato gave voluntary statements which were considered in our analysis. 


FACTUAL ANALYSIS 


On November 29, 2004, Deputies Joseph Garrido and Agostino Brancato were assigned to the 
Community Impact Team patrolling the unincorporated area of Lennox. The deputies parked 
their patrol car near Й wes: 111° Street to check on three suspicious individuals who ran 
away from the deputies towards the rear of the location. One of those individuals, later identified 
as Sirlasie Curry, returned towards the deputies. Curry, who was armed with a handgun, tripped 
and fell in the front lawn area of the location. Deputy Brancato ordered Curry to lie down and 
drop the gun. Curry stood up and turned toward Deputy Brancato with the gun in hand. Deputy 
Brancato believed that Curry was about to shoot him and fired several rounds at Curry. Curry 
then ran away from the Deputies to the next driveway east of the location. Curry again turned 
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Captain Peavy 
July 18, 2005 
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towards the deputies, this time pointing the gun at both of them. Both deputies believed that 
Curry would shoot them and therefore fired multiple times in self-defense. Curry fled from the 
deputies northbound in the driveway then ducked behind the carport and out of view. While 
deputies were trying to set up a containment area, Curry yelled to them that he had been shot and 
needed assistance. Deputies then located Curry and placed him under arrest. Curry had been 
struck in the torso and neck in the flurry of gunfire. A black semi-automatic .380 caliber pistol 
was discovered on a pile of broken cement near Curry. There was a round in the chamber and 
the matching magazine was located three feet away with 7 live rounds. Two pieces of broken 
plastic grip matching the pistol were also found within a few feet. 


CONCLUSION 


According to the law in California, the use of deadly force in self-defense or in the defense of 
others is justifiable if the person claiming the right to use self-defense actually and reasonably 
believed (1) that he or she or the person who he or she was defending was in imminent danger of 
death or great bodily injury, and (2) that it was necessary under the circumstances to use deadly 
force to avoid such imminent death or great bodily injury. California Jury Instructions --- 
Criminal 5.12 et. seq. 


The evidence reviewed in this investigation shows that the actions of Sirlasie Rayshon Curry 
presented an imminent threat of death or great bodily injury to the deputies. Deputies Garrido 
and Brancato’s response with deadly force was both reasonable and necessary. We find that they 
acted in self-defense and defense of others. Therefore, we are closing our file and will take no 
further action in this matter.

Opening Statement 
On Monday, November 29, 2004, at approximately 0130 hours, Internal Affairs Bureau investigators 


responded to the unincorporated county area of Lennox, specifically 11 1" Street and Prairie Avenue. 
At the scene Sergeant John Cleary, Sergeant David Stunson and Lieutenant Curtis Jensen were 
briefed by Homicide investigators of the circumstances surrounding a Deputy Involved Hit 
Shooting. Sergeant Cleary was assigned the responsibility for the administrative review of the 
incident.

Synopsis

assigned to Lennox Community Impact Team (С.1.Т.), which is part of the C.O.P.s (Community 
Oriented Policing) Bureau. 


As Deputies Garrido and Brancato drove west on 111" Street from Prairie Avenue, they saw three 
Black males standing along the driveway of the apartment building at Г MM 111"Street. The three 
males, upon seeing the deputies, ran north via the east driveway and toward the rear of the building. 
The deputies stopped and exited their patrol car and took positions just west and east of the 
apartment building. 


Deputy Garrido saw one of the three males (later identified as Suspect Curry) who had previously 
run from him, was now on the west side of the apartment building, running toward him. Suspect 
Curry was holding a handgun in his right hand. Deputy Garrido pointed his handgun at the suspect 
and yelled to Deputy Brancato that the suspect had a gun. Deputy Garrido then saw Suspect Curry 
turn around and run back in the other direction. 


Suspect Curry doubled back, running south along the east side of the apartment building toward 
Deputy Brancato. Deputy Brancato saw Suspect Curry holding a handgun in his right hand. As 
Suspect Curry reached a grassy area in front of the apartment building, he stumbled and fell onto 
his hands and knees.

Deputy Brancato repeatedly ordered the suspect to drop the gun. The suspect began to get up, 
simultaneously pointing the handgun at Deputy Brancato. Deputy Brancato fearing that Suspect 
Curry was going to shoot him, fired his duty weapon at the suspect. 


Upon seeing Deputy Brancato engage Suspect Curry, Deputy Garrido abandoned his position and 
moved to Deputy Brancato’s position. 


The suspect then ran east across the front lawn of the apartment building and into the driveway of 
the residence at] The suspect paused near a grey Chevrolet Suburban, which 
was parked in the driveway. The suspect turned toward the deputies and pointed the handgun in their 
direction. Deputy Garrido and Brancato both fired rounds at the suspect. 


Suspect Curry then ran north, toward the rear of| ннн: deputies continued to 
shout at the suspect to stop and drop the gun. The suspect again turned and pointed the handgun 


toward the deputies. Deputy Garrido and Brancato again fired at the suspect. The suspect ran behind 
the building, fell to the ground and began yelling that he had been shot. 


Deputies Garrido and Brancato requested assistance over the radio. They moved to the back of the 
building and saw Suspect Curry lying on the ground. They called for an arrest team and paramedics 
and maintained their position of cover, until sufficient personnel arrived. Suspect Curry was found 
behind the building bleeding from gunshot wounds. 


The deputies also saw another male, (later identified m i lying face down, on the ground, 
near Suspect Curry. 


Assisting deputies arrived, secured the area and arrested the suspect. A containment and search was 
conducted for other possible suspects. (Refer to the “Yahoo” map, submitted at the end of the 
investigative summary for a map of the location ) 


District Attorney Letter of Opinion 

On July 18, 2005, a letter authored by Los Angeles County Deputy District Attorney Christian 
Gullon of the Justice Integrity Division was forwarded to the Los Angeles County Sheriff's 
Department Homicide Bureau. 


The follow is an excerpt of the letter written by Deputy District Attorney Gullon: “The evidence 
reviewed in this investigation shows that the action of Sirlasie Rayshon Curry presented an 
imminent threat of death or great bodily injury to the deputies. Deputies Garrido and Brancato's 
response with deadly force was both reasonable and necessary. We find that they acted in self- 
defense and defense of others. Therefore, we are closing our file and will take no further action 
in this matter."

Deputy 1] escorted Suspect Curry to the UCLA Medical Center in Westwood. 
Suspect Curry was treated for gunshot wounds to the lower and upper torso and neck area. On 
December 6, 2004, at approximately 1000 hours, Suspect Curry was released from UCLA Medical 
Center. Upon his release, Suspect Curry was placed under arrest and transported to the Inmate 
Reception Center, where he was booked for the indicated charges.

D.D.A. Shern filed two 
counts of Assault on a Peace Officer with a Semi-Automatic Firearm, 245(d)(2) P.C., and one count 
of Felon in Possession of a Firearm, 12021(a)(1) P.C., under court case #Ү A060289. 


On 05-12-2006, Suspect Curry was convicted in a jury trial of 245(D)(2) PC, ADW on A Peace 
Officer and 12021(A) (1) PC, Possession of a Firearm by a Felon. Suspect Curry was acquitted on 
the later amended charge of 664/187(A) PC, Attempted Murder. 


Involved Employee Statements 
The narrative which follows is intended only as a synopsis of the interview, and additional 


information and precise wording may be obtained by reviewing the recorded interview. 


Homicide Investigator’s Interview of Victim Deputy Joseph Garrido 11/30/2004, 0230 hrs. 
Deputy Garrido and his partner, Deputy Brancato, were assigned to the Lennox Station Community Impact 
Team (C.LT.) The CIT Team routinely targets problem areas and gang crimes. 


On the night of the incident, Deputies Garrido and Brancato were patrolling, with Deputy Garrido 
driving the patrol car, and Deputy Brancato the passenger. They drove north on Prairie Avenue and 
turned west onto 111^ Street, As he turned onto 111% Street, Deputy Garrido turned his attention to 
the apartment building at v. 111" Street, because he and his partners had made numerous 
previous arrests at that location for narcotics and weapons violations. 


Deputy Garrido saw three Black males loitering in the driveway, at the southeast corner of the 
apartment building. As the deputies drove closer, the males ran north into the driveway. 
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Deputy Garrido stopped ће patrol car in front ош. est 111" Street, just west of the driveway, 
where the males had run north. 


The patrol car's windows were rolled down and Deputy Garrido heard the sound of a chain link 
fence. It sounded like a person had run into the fence or climbed over it. Deputy Garrido believed 
the males climbed the fence and jumped onto the carport, north of the complex, or jumped the chain 
link fence to the east or west. 


Deputy Garrido exited the patrol car and took a position on the west side of the building at | 
West 111" Street. As he got to the southwest corner of the building, Deputy Garrido illuminated the 
walkway area with his flashlight. He saw a male (Suspect Curry) turn the comer, with a handgun in 
his hand. The male quickly turned to his right and went back into the carport area. 


Deputy Garrido yelled loudly to Deputy Brancato he had seen a gun, saying, "He's got a gun! He's 
got a gun!" Deputy Garrido remained in his position at the southwest corner of the building. 


Deputy Garrido heard Deputy Brancato yelling something, but could not make out what was said. He 
glanced toward Deputy Brancato, who was standing near the sidewalk or grass area of the building 
just east of | — uS 111" Street. Deputy Garrido saw the suspect down on the grass area. Deputy 
Brancato yelled at the male to lay down and not move. 


Deputy Garrido believed the suspect was complying and glanced back toward the walkway area which 
he was securing, to look for additional suspects. He then heard the sound of gunfire, but did not 
know if the suspect or deputy had fired. 


Deputy Garrido looked toward the suspect and saw the suspect, who was on all fours, get up off his 
knees, holding a handgun in his right hand. The suspect turned toward Deputy Brancato, who was 
shooting at the suspect. 


The suspect got up and began running east, toward a Chevrolet Suburban or Tahoe, which was parked 
in the driveway of the building, east of lll West 111" Street. Deputy Garrido left his position and 
ran toward Deputy Brancato. 


Deputy Garrido was approximately 10 -15 feet west of Deputy Brancato, and the suspect, who was 
near the front driver's side tire of the Chevrolet, turned toward the deputies. It appeared the suspect 
was getting into a crouched position, and Deputy Garrido believed he was preparing to shoot at the 
deputies. Deputy Garrido, fearing the suspect was going to shoot at him or Deputy Brancato, fired 
at the suspect. 


The suspect then ran north, down the driveway, continually turning around and looking back, with 
the gun still in his hand. As the suspect reached the rear corner of the building, he turned around and 
aimed the gun at the deputies. Again fearing for the safety of himself and Deputy Brancato, Deputy 
Garrido fired at the suspect. 


The suspect turned east behind the building and ran out of Deputy Garrido's view. Deputy Garrido 


said the deputies' rounds did not appear to have any effect on the suspect because he kept getting up 
and running. 
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Deputy Garrido began to set up an area containment via the radio. He then heard the suspect yelling 
that he had been shot. Deputy Garrido and Brancato moved to the northwest comer of the building 
and looked behind the building. Deputy Garrido saw the suspect lying on the ground, bleeding. The 
suspect was lying on his stomach and Deputy Garrido could not see the suspect's hands. Deputy 
Garrido also saw another male =z lying on his stomach, next to the suspect. 


Deputy Garrido requested a sergeant to respond with a shield, so they could safely approach the 
suspect. Once Sergeants Richard Westin, and Eli Vera, arrived with a shield, 
the deputies approached the suspect and handcuffed him. 


Deputy Garrido was unsure if the suspect fired any rounds. 


Deputy Garrido was unsure if the other male that was detained was one of the three males he 
initially saw standing at the apartment building. Deputy Garrido did not see where the other two 
males ran.

IAB Investigator’s Interview of Victim Deputy Joseph Garrido, 07-26-2006, 1540 hrs. 
During his interview by IAB investigators, Deputy Garrido reiterated his earlier statements made 
to Homicide investigators. 


In response to specific questions, Deputy Garrido said he and Deputy Brancato had been partners 
for some time and that they routinely discussed tactics and “what if" scenarios. Deputy Garrido said 
the males (suspects), upon seeing their radio car, ran, even before they got out of their car. Deputy 
Garrido said they stopped anyway to see if they could determine what the suspect’s had been doing. 


Deputy Garrido said that he and Deputy Brancato never lost sight of each other and that they “sliced 
the pie” in order to make sure that the suspects didn’t double back and ambush them. Deputy 
Garrido said when they first took up their respective positions, they didn’t put out anything over the 
radio, because at that point they didn’t have anything but three males running from them. 


Deputy Garrido said that the entire incident was over very quickly and that as soon as he fired his 
weapon, he put out “998" over his radio.

Homicide Investigator’s Interview of Victim Deputy Agostino Brancato 11/30/2004, 0254 hrs. 
Deputy Brancato was assigned to the Lennox Community Impact Team (C.LT.), Unit 30N3. The 
CIT Team routinely targets problem areas and gang crimes. 
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On the night of the shooting, Deputy Brancato and his partner, Deputy Garrido, were driving west 
on 111^ Street from Prairie Avenue. Deputy Brancato saw three male blacks hanging out on the 
driveway of M 111" Street. The males looked in the deputies' direction and ran north, up 
the driveway. 


Deputy Garrido stopped the patrol car in front of Hv. 111% Street. Deputy Garrido took a 
position near the walkway on the east side of the building. Deputy Brancato took a position at the 
bumper of the patrol car, to contain the driveway area. 


Deputy Brancato heard a chain link fence rattle, as if someone were climbing over the fence. From 
prior knowledge, Deputy Brancato knew there were chain link fences which ran adjacent to the 
driveway and one to the rear of the carport. 


Deputy Brancato heard Deputy Garrido yell to him, "He's 417! He's 417!" (meaning the suspect had 
a gun). 


Deputy Brancato then saw the suspect (Suspect Curry) run down the driveway, toward Deputy 
Brancato. Deputy Brancato shined his flashlight on the suspect and saw the suspect was carrying 
a gun in his hand. Deputy Brancato pointed his handgun at the suspect and told him to stop. The 
suspect looked at Deputy Brancato and turned east, away from Deputy Brancato, and fell on the 
grass area of the apartment complex just east of] Г West 111" Street. The suspect landed on all 
fours and Deputy Brancato could still see the gun in his hand. The suspect and Deputy Brancato were 
between 10- 20 feet away from each other. Deputy Brancato yelled at the suspect to stop, lay down 
and drop the gun. 


The suspect stood up and turned toward Deputy Brancato, with the gun. Deputy Brancato, fearing 
for his safety, fired at the suspect. 


The suspect ran east to a driveway and next to a Suburban parked there. The suspect turned and 
pointed the gun at Deputy Brancato and Deputy Garrido. Deputy Brancato again fired at the 
suspect. Deputy Brancato believed Deputy Garrido also fired at the suspect at this time. 


The suspect ran north, up the driveway, and again turned toward the deputies. Deputy Garrido fired 
atthe suspect. Deputy Brancato was in the process of reloading his weapon at this time. The suspect 
then ducked behind the carport and out of Deputy Brancato's view. 


Deputy Garrido got on the radio and began to set up a containment. Deputy Brancato then heard the 
suspect yelling he had been shot. Deputy Brancato and Garrido looked around the building and saw 
the suspect lying on the ground. Deputy Brancato also saw another male on the ground near {һе 
suspect. Sergeants arrived with a shield and the deputies used the shield to approach the suspect. 
Deputy Garrido handcuffed the suspect. Deputy Brancato saw the handgun laying in the area where 
the suspect was lying. 


А containment was set up to search for additional suspects. 
Deputy Brancato said the second male located was ойе of the three males he originally saw at the 


apartment building. 
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Deputy Brancato described the third male black as approximately 20 - 25 years old, 510, 150-160 
pounds. 


Deputy Brancato said he has had prior contacts with Suspect Curry. 


ТАВ Investigator's Interview of Victim Deputy Agostino Brancato , 07-26-2006, 1445 hrs. 
During his interview by IAB investigators, Deputy Brancato repeated earlier statements that he 
made to Homicide investigators. Deputy Brancato said that he and Deputy Garrido have worked 
as partners for some time and routinely discuss tactics. 


Deputy Brancato said that he is familiar with the location of the incident and that he has made 
numerous narcotic and weapons arrests there. Deputy Brancato said that they (he and Deputy 
Garrido) were still in their car, when they heard the sound of the chain link fence rattling. 


Deputy Brancato said he doesn't recall how man rounds he fired at Suspect Curry but does recall 
that each time he fired, the suspect was pointing a gun at him. Deputy Brancato said he was aware 
ofthe suspect’s backdrop when he fired. Deputy Brancato said that when he ran out of ammunition, 
he yelled to Deputy Garrrido, who engaged the suspect. Deputy Brancato said that they had 
previously received training at the range at Wayside. 


Deputy Brancato said he believed the distance between him and the suspect was between 20 and 
30 feet, however it was difficult to judge as Curry was running. 


Deputy Brancato said that from the time the suspect tripped and started to get up, to the time the last 
shot was fired was a matter of seconds and that it happened very quickly.

She later saw Suspect Curry and recognized him. She said he recently got out of prison and was at 
the location everyday, selling drugs and harassing people.
